rpHE party left in April, with a 
cabin ty pe plane equipped with 
pontoons which would enable them 
to land at interior positions of the

alights and is inhabited by some 
of the most primitive known spe- 
cies of human beings. 
The 
last 
radiogram 
received 
from the party reported that it was 
about to finish its collecting in 
western Papua from a base camp 
on the Fly river. 
It had established friendly con­ 
tact with a race of Pigmies living 
on thfc Alice river about 600 miles 
in the interior and also with, the 
head hunters between the Fly and 
Strickland rivers to whom white 
men apparently were quite new. 
Dr. Brandes reported that the 
natives 
were 
overawed 
by

plane and that he had obtained 14 
additional varieties of cane.

The intimation that we are not “Progres­ 
sive,” as has 
been 
asserted, because we 
have not built, as have other cities, build­ 
ings for which we have no need, or which 
should be built by private enterprise, will 
hardly be supported by looking at a list of 
our ex penditures for a few years past. In 
all matters, in which the public as a whole, 
are interested, the public should bear the 
cost. But in m atters in which only a part, 
as some society, church or other organiza­ 
tion, is to be benefitted, then the benefici­ 
aries should bear the burden. 
It has been no secret, that the drive, for 
a county hospital, was first sponsored by a 
resident physician and local clubs. 
Dr. 
Sammons of Shelbyville, made it plain in 
his recent visit to our city that “a hospital 
was a workshop for physicians and that 
they could not do their best work without 
one,” and “that the 
need for a hospital 
here, was 
more pertinent because of the 
retirem ent 
of 
Dr. J. C. Sex ton.” 
The 
PUBLIC were told long ago that the CITY 
had purchased Dr. Sex ton’s hospital. Was 
that report another dodge? 
Is it possible, as was 
reported 
on the 
streets, that the City intends to 
convert 
that building into an engine house and 
City building, if THE ELECTION IS FOR 
THE COUNTY HOSPITAL? 
Dr. Atkins coroborated Dr. Sammons, as 
to the purpose of a county hospital. 
He 
has a perfect right to, but why do they 
place the NEED on SUFFERING HUMAN­ 
ITY when the FACT is that they want to 
build a “DOCTORS’ WORKSHOP?” 
It would be convenient for the doctors 
to have a centralized depot, in which to 
collect their patients. 
Are we to under­ 
stand, that the home is to be freed 
from 
the cares of its sick and, that we will build 
and 
m aintain 
a 
sanitary 
“CLEARING 
HOUSE” for the accommodation of doctors? 
Dr. Sex ton built and paid for his hospi­ 
tal He paid tax es on it, and all ex penses 
connected with it, and 
what is there to 
prevent other doctors doing the same, since 
they will be the beneficiaries? 
Why not 
organize under the VOLUNTARY ASSO­ 
CIATION ACT and build a hospital 
for 
their 
own convenience and 
profit, 
and 
have a “WORKSHOP” of their own? Why 
ask the 
public to build and 
m aintain a 
costly 
institution, 
when not 
one in 
a 
thousand will be benefitted? 
Such “progitessiveness” as that will hard­ 
ly meet the approval of those, whose backs 
are bent with heavy burdens. Tax es are 
already burdensome and homes and farms 
loaded down with mortgages. 
Take Rushville City, where in the last 
eight years we have spent about $200,000 
improving 
streets, 
sidewalks, 
curbs and 
gutters and sewers, which does not include 
the carnival of improving this y ear, nor 
the Hodge Canal, and then tell the people 
they are too slow and unprogressive. 
Our 
corporation tax for 1928 will amount to 
about $106,000. Our Water and Light Plant 


during the above period has cost us about 
$150 000 and this does not include the Con- 
nersville Automobile. 
Rush County, since 
the coming of the automobile, has 
spent 
millions on 
highways 
and 
new school 
houses, of which we are proud, nut they 
certainly should not be asked to increase 
their burden for private gain. 
Dr. Sammons tells us, “It is impossible to 
estimate how many lives have been saved 
since the Shelbyville 
hospital has 
been 
open,” but he don’t tell you WHERE nor 
HOW SAVED. 
He is careful, not to tell 
his listeners, they were saved by the hos­ 
pital, nor does he tell us, how big has been 
their deficit since it was established. 
It 
is remarkable how fearful of figures hos­ 
pital advocates are and how cautiously they 
avoid thq question of COST. 
We repeat that COST is of no considera­ 
tion if NEED 
ex ists, but WE DENY ITS 
EXISTENCE. 
They bombarded the Chautauqua, 
with 
propaganda and took up time, which people 
present had paid for, and sought to work 
the leaven into 
Farm ers’ meetings. 
It 
will come with poor grace from any farmer 
to support the hospital move and then 
make the “air blue” with condemnations 
of Congress or the President for withhold­ 
ing “farm relief.” 
The man who will not 
help himself deserves no pity and the man 
who voluntarily and 
needlessly 
burdens 
himself- is beyond compassion. 
That we are a considerate, benevolent 
and charitable people was proven, when 
during the World War the court house was 
thrown open to house and shelter those, 
who needed assistance. 
We endured all 
kinds of privations, bought bonds “till it 
hurt,’’gave our brothers and our sons, and 
helped 
wherever 
needed. 
Now, 
when 
many brave boys are sleeping the last long 
sleep, there are those who “throw a fit,” if 
we ask for them, a fitting Memorial. Let 
us be JUST before we are GENEROUS. 
Rush County today is blest with an able, 
generous and vigorous corps of physicians, 
several of whom showed their mettle, when 
the “CALL” came, and ALL are competent 
to care for sickness or emergencies under 
ordinary circumstances, and in ex traordi­ 
nary ex igencies, all the hospitals on earth 
would not avert a catastrophe. 
Industry is already burdened and em­ 
ployees should not forther increase that 
burden, and lessen the ability of their em­ 
ployer to pay them decent wages. 
Trying 
to keep up with other people, dress as well, 
drive as fine a car and put on a gilded 
front, has led many a man to financial 
ruin. 
If we follow the whims and follies of 
other 
counties, our 
credit, in 
the 
bond 
market, would be 
gone. 
If there is not 
INDIVIDUAL enterprise enough about our 
people to erect gy mnasiums, Y. M. C. A. 
and other 
buildings, that rise in 
other 
places, don’t cowardly throw the burden bn 
a suffering public.

They th in k there is am ple 
reaston to believe he lives 
in 
some fastness in th e interior of 
B razil or fa r up the reaches of 
th e Orinoco in Venezuela or Co­ 
lum bia.

R edfern cautiously left w ith 
full equipm ent for a 
forced 
landing in th e jungles. No single 
item th a t a m an m ight need in 
th e tropical fastnesses was fo r­ 
gotten. He knew the prevalence 
of terrific electric storm s in the 
region he m ust pass through on 
th e way to Rio an d tooik precau­ 
tions for such a landing and for 
a six m o n th ’s sojourn in 
the 
w ilderness alone. He had a p a ra ­ 
chute, and planned to leap ov­ 
erboard should his plane give 
out of gas. The equipm ent 
he 
needed w as packed in a dunnage 
bag an hooked to th e parachute 
cords.

Heavy boots, m ade for hikes 
in th e underbrush; a long* scythe 
like knife for hacking one’s way 
out of th e “m onte” th a t abounds 
in th e region; long

knives to skin 
anim als w ith— 
these also were in th e cockpit of 
the plane “P ort of Brunsw ick.”

MACHINES IN 10 YEARS 


Recalled His First Experiences in 


Learning How to Fly— Vir- 


ginia Lucas Entertains 


Declaring that 
the United 


States is keeping pace with oth- 
er nations in their air program, 
despite reports that are heard to 
the contrary, Leonard Barlow, 
clerk of the Rush circuit 
court 


and a Reserve Aviation Officer, 
gave an interesting address on 
aviation before the Kiwanis club 
at their luncheon today noon. 


Mr. Barlow recalled his exper- 


iences in learning to fly during 
the World War, and how vast 
the changes have been 
aiade 


since he was assigned the re- 
serve honor ten years ago. 


Music for the program today 


was given by Miss Virginia Lu- 
cas, supervisor of music in the 
city schools. She gave several 
piano selections, which were well 
received. The program today was 
in charge of Roy Abercrombie. 


Preceding the program, a dis- 


cussion on the hospital 
issues 


was held, and a motion 
was 


made in which the club voiced 
resolutions endorsing the move- 
ment and condemning the me- 
thods of attack by those opposed. 
The resolutions 
were ordered 


published. 


Mr. Barlow, after his introduc- 


tion, declared that aviation dur- 
ing the past ten years has grown 
by leaps and bounds. During the 
war planes were rugged and hi 
no way compared with those of 
today. Mr. Barlow stated that as 
a member of the Reserve staff, 
he was given the 
opportunity 


each year of taking a two weeks 
course, but until this year had 
never gone back. 
l 


After being out of touch with 


aviation for ten years, he stated 
that the modern machines and 
systems demonstrated clearly to 
him that America was keeping 
pace with other nations on their 
air program. 


Ten years ago when he was 


assigned to the air division, ap- 
plicants for flying were given 
only four or five hours of in- 
structions and 
then 
turned 


loose with a plane. Today sixty 
hours under competent teaching 
is required.

may virtually be stated in the 
single 
proposition that code 


words must be formed of a maxi- 
mum of five letters. This propo- 
sition was preliminarily recom- 
mended 
by an international 


committee which met at Cortina 
d'Ampezzo, Italy, in 1926, and 
drafted the so-called Cortina re- 
port. 


The use of code-words of five 


letters, instead of the tenrletter 
maximum now permitted, is gen- 
erally favored by communica- 
tions companies and by govern- 
ments engaged in the telegra- 
phic business on the grounds that 
it will promote efficiency 
in 


transmission of cablegrams and 
effect a degree of accuracy now 
impossible. 


The same proposal is opposed 


by 
cable-users, 
particularly 


those of the United States, on 
the ground that it will mean 
higher tolls, and that it will dis- 
turb existing code practices and 
necessitate the "scrapping" of 
many code systems how hi appli- 
cation. 


The storm-center of controver 


sy will be the question as to the 
extent of reduction in rate per 
word to be made to correspond 
to the cut in number of letters. 
Cable-users will contend that a 
50 per cent cut in letters should 
be accompanied by a 50 per cent 
cut in rate per word. 


European 
governmental, as 


well as American private opera- 
tors' contend that considering 
the additional - space between 
words (which must be indicated 
in transmission) 
and the in- 


creased accuracy., the cut should 
be less than 50 per cent. Some 
experts think that an attempt 
at compromise will be made on 
"the. basis of a 37.5 per cent cut 
in rate to correspond to the 50 
per cent cut in letters. 


At a meeting of American 


cable-users .held at Washington 
in advance of the conference 
very strong sentiment developed 
against the projected change in 
code practice, and it is expected 
that this opposition will in- 
fluence the United States delega- 
tion at Brussels. 


In announcing the United 


States' delegation to the Brus- 
sels Conference, the State De- 
partment stated: 


"Since the United-States is not 


a party to the International 
Telegraph Convention and Re- 
gulations, these delegates, while 
representing the views of the 
United States government, will 
not have a right to vote on the 
questions to be decided at the 
cpnference."

Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, to practice 
'•careful grading and packing 
and wide distribution to prevent 
an unprofitable season."

The total grape crop is fore- 


cast by the department at 2,- 
844,764 tons as against 2,606,712 
.tons last year. Of this quantity, 
California will produce 2,538,400 
tons 
of grapes 
of all classes 


compared with 2,406,000 tons in 
1927. All states outside of Cali- 
fornia expect a combined crop 
of 306,000 tons of grapes, or 53 
per cent more than their light 
production of last season. Eight 
other western states, with pro- 
bably 11,587 tons, show very lit- 
tle increase over 1927, but the 
leading eastern and midwestern 
sections report sharp gains. 


Reports from California, says 


the bureau, indicate that every- 
thing practicable will he done 
this seaon to limit the Califor- 
nia carlot output to 65,000 or 
70,000 cars, which would be con- 
siderably less., than in 1927 or 
1925 but about the same as in 
1926. Severe competition is be- 
ing met this year from rather 
heavy crops of peaches, pears 
.apples and 
other deciduous 


fruits, whereas last year these 
fruits were in relatively 
lighl 


supply. 


"Doubtless,", says the bureau's 


report, "the quantity used in the 
commercial 
manufactures of 


juice will have to be increased, 
in order to* utilize the crop. At 
present, there is every indica- 
tion of an ample market supply 
of all classes and 'varieties of 
grapes, both eastern and western 
stock, and it will require careful 
grading and packing and wide 
distribution to prevent the sea- 
son from being unprofitable to 
growers and shippers."

Washington, Sept. 11—OJ.R)— 


Faced by an acute shortage of 
pilots in naval aviation, the' Na- 
vy Department, it was learned 
today, is considering 
several 


plans by which civilians may be 
taken directly into the flying 
service. 
Until now Navy regulations 


have not permitted a civilian to 
enlist for aviation duty but this 
may shortly be changed because 
of the Navy's desire to build up 
the aviation personnel to com- 
pare with the regular service. 
* Opportunities for civilians to 
obtain naval aviation training 
have been limited in the past 
owing to the requirement that A 
pilot must first enlist in the re- 
gular Navy service and take his 
chances on being assigned to 
aviation. 


Twelve hundred aviation pilots 


are required under the five-year 
.air expansion program which 
will terminate in 1931. Prospects 
of obtaining this number under 
the present plan of enlistment 
are -distinctly 
discouraging." 


Acting 
Secretary Edward B. 


Warner said today. 


Plans for expanding the Naval 


Reserve in order to provide more 
eligible recruits for aviation are 
also, being considered. It is pro- 
bable, also, that so far as prac- 
ticable without in any way di- 
minishing safety and technical 
requirements, the way will be 
paved for more enlisted men and 
reservists to obtain 
commis- 


sions. 


A difficulty encountered in 


Navy aviation that is not found 
in the Army Air Corps ;s that all 
Naval pilots must, iri addition to 
aviation training, be thoroughly 
versed in navigation and ship 
maneuvers. Without this train- 
ing, it was explained, a Naval 
pilot would be of little use as an 
observer or fighter in war time. 


Stringent requirements for en- 


trance to Naval aviation are 
largely responsible for the pre- 
sent shortage to pilots as only 25 
percent of those anplying for 
aviation duty are able to qualify 
for air service, it was said. These 
requirements will not be lessen- 
ed but it is hoped to increase 
the number of physically quali- 
fied who apply.

Are We Progressive? 


,' The uitimation that we are not "Progres- 


sive," as has been asserted, because we 
hkve not built, as have other cities, build- 
ings for which we have no need, or which 
should be buiit by private enterprise, will 
hardly be supported by lookihg.at a list of 
our expenditures for a few years past. In 
all matters, in which the public as a whole, 
are interested, the public should bear the 
cost. But in matters in which only a part, 
as some society, church or other organiza- 
tion, is to be benefitted, then the benefici- 
aries should bear the, burden. 


It has been no secret, that the drive, for 


a county hospital, was first sponsored by a 
resident pliysician and local clubs. 
Dr. 


Sammons of Shelbyville, made it plain in 
his recent visit to our city that "a hospital 
was a workshop' for physicians and that 
they could not do then- best work without 
one," and "that the need for a1 hospital 
here, was more pertinent because of the 
retirement 
of Dr. J. C. Sexton." 
The 


PUBLIC were told long ago that the CITY 
had purchased Dr. Sexton's hospital. Was 
that report another dodge? 


Is it possible, as was reported oh the 


streets, that the City intends to convert 
that building into an engine house arid 
City building, if THE ELECTION ^IS FOR 
THE COUNTY HOSPITAL? 
. Dr. Atkins coroborated Dr. Sammons, as 
to the purpose of a county hospital. He 
has a perfect right to, but why do they 
place the,NEED on SUFFERING HUMAN- 
ITY, when the FACT is tltet they want to 
build a "DOCTORS' WORKSHOP?" 


It would be convenient for the doctors 


to have a centralized depot, in which to 
collect their patients. 
Are we to under- 


stand, that the home is to be freed 
from 


the cares of its sick and, that we will build 
and 
maintain _a sanitary "CLEARING 


HOUSE" for the accommodation of doctors? 


Dr. Sexton built and paid tor his hospi- 


tal; He paid taxes on it, and all expenses 
connected with it, and what is there to 
prevent other doctors doing the same, since 
they will be the beneficiaries?

He watches the ac- 
tion, watches the cameras and, 
most important of all, regulates 
the volume of sound that 
the 


microphones are relaying to the 
recording machines, in a thick- 
walled sub-basement below. 


In these caves of quiet 
are 


motors and machines without 
number, impossibly 
delicate, 


sensitive to the last degree. 
They are the machines that put 
the sound on film and disc; the 
latter for a quick reproduction
